The aggressive fea¬ 
tures of the robbery 
were accepted, but the 
knife was not used, no- 
one was injured and 


there was no actual vio¬ 
lence. 

He said the affray 
occurred when the rela¬ 
tionship was under 
strain. 

Morgan’s counsel, 
David Webster, said he 
was addicted to heroin 
and couldn’t understand 
how he became 
involved in the robbery. 

“He went in with his 
eyes open,” he said.

More childcare 
options welcomed 


INCREASES in the amount and 
variety of childcare options for 
parents and guardians in the local 
area have been welcomed by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council cabinet members. 

In its latest annual assessment of 
the county borough’s childcare provi¬ 
sion, the council’s childcare team 
reported an increase of 23 per cent in 
childcare places offered today, com¬ 
pared to 12 months ago - a 47 per 
cent rise since 2011. 

In all, there are 217 providers 
across the county offering a total of 
3,927 places for children aged up to 
14-years-old, which are either child¬ 
minders, playgroups, cylchoedd mei- 
thrin (Welsh-medium playgroups), 
day care or out-of-school childcare, 
such as breakfast clubs and after 
school clubs. 

Coun Huw David, cabinet member 
for children and young people, said: 
“Since it was established nearly four 
years ago, the council’s childcare 
team has carried out assessments of 
the level of childcare provision, 
together with the latest census data, 
and they have helped to identify any 
gaps. 

“Where there are areas that have a 
need for additional childcare, the team 
has worked closely with communities 
and schools to help set up childcare 
that matches the demand and takes 
place in premises that are suitable for 
high quality childcare.” 

The childcare team has helped a 
number of new providers get off the 
ground during the last year, making 
them aware of the small start-up 
grants that are available and working 
with providers so that they become 


registered with the Care and Social 
Services Inspectorate Wales (CSSIW). 

They also support existing 
providers, subsidise a number of train¬ 
ing opportunities, and promote high 
quality care through the quality assur¬ 
ance schemes. The team also works in 
partnership with ‘mudiad meithrin’ to 
support the development of Welsh- 
medium childcare. 

Having conducted the annual child¬ 
care sufficiency assessment review, 
the childcare team has now put 
together an action plan to try and 
address any deficiencies in provision 
across the county borough. 

The team also manages an ‘assisted 
places scheme’ which provides a 
small subsidy for parents on low 
income to help them meet the full 
costs of childcare.

I T is heartening to see that an 
AM is taking a real interest in 
the issue of Prostate Cancer, as 
well as the Vale MP. 

It is a fact that fully one third of 
the approximately 600 patients treat¬ 
ed robotically at the Southmead NHS

are over 40 robotic sites in England 
and none in Wales. 

Professor Drakeford says that 


patients can apply for ‘special fund¬ 
ing’ and Mr Davies is stating another 
fact when he says that such funding is 
almost never forthcoming. 

There are two vital points in this: 

1. Welsh men with prostate cancer 
are not able to access 21st Century 
care when they need it most. 

2. Wales cannot, and will not, 
attract the future generations of top 
class surgeons, if our Government 
does not take a more proactive 
approach. 

In Wales, we educate and train our 
healthcare professionals to the highest 
standards to do things for us, with us 


and to us. 

That they do it so well is to their 
huge credit. They deserve the technol¬ 
ogy that comes with their profession¬ 
alism. 

Cowbridge-based charity Prostate 
Cymru is working hard on its aware¬ 
ness strategy and is currently peti¬ 
tioning the Welsh Government with 
regard to robotic technology.

WELFARE REFORM: 
'Letter had a number 
of inaccuracies../ 


‘Patients are 
footing the bill 
for treatment’ 


I N response to S 
Bowyer’s letter 
regarding wel¬ 
fare reform (The 
GEM, May 30) I 
am writing to clari¬ 
fy a number of 
inaccuracies. 

With regard to the 
spare room subsidy, it is 
a fact that around 
250,000 families in the 
UK live in over-crowd¬ 
ed accommodation and 
there are hundreds of 
thousands on local 
authority housing wait¬ 
ing lists across the UK. 

Nearly one third of 
working age social 
housing tenants on 
housing benefits are liv¬ 
ing in accommodation 
that is too big for their 
needs. 

That equates to near¬ 
ly a million spare 
rooms, currently being 
paid for by the taxpayer 
and denying hundreds 
of thousands of people 
the chance to adequately 
house their families. 

Hardworking taxpay¬ 
ers have to make tough 
choices of their own 
about what sort of prop¬ 
erty they can afford to 
live in, and they should 
not be paying for what 
is effectively a benefit 


subsidy for empty 
rooms. 

Indeed, in the 2010 
Labour Party Manifesto, 
Ed Miliband, the current 
Labour Party leader, 
recognised this by say¬ 
ing: “Housing benefit 
will be reformed to 
ensure that we do not 
subsidise people to live 
in the private sector on 
rents that other ordinary 
working families could 
not afford”. 

It should also be 
made clear that the most 
vulnerable groups are 
protected by the policy, 
contrary to what S 
Bowyer claims. 

Exceptions include 
the elderly, foster carers, 
carers for the disabled, 
families with severely 
disabled children, armed 
forces personnel and 
recently bereaved fami¬ 
lies. 

With regard to DLA, 
it is clearly an outdated 
and flawed system with 
the vast majority of peo¬ 
ple getting the benefit 
for life without system¬ 
atic checks to see if 
their condition has 
changed. 

This has led to hun¬ 
dreds of millions of 
pounds in overpayments 
and underpayments. 


This is why the new PIP 
introduces a new face- 
to-face assessment and 
regular reviews, to 
make sure support is 
going to those who need 
it most. 

The priority is to sup¬ 
port those facing the 
greatest challenges to 
live an independent life. 

Finally, the myths 
peddled by the Labour 
Party and their proxies 
need to be well and 
truly dispelled. 

The Conservative-led 
coalition Government 
has cut income tax for 
24 million people and 
taken 2.2 million out of 
income tax altogether 
and, as a result of all of 
the changes, nine out of 
10 working families will 
be better off by almost 
£300 on average. 

It is very clear from S 
Bowyer’s letter that 
Labour have completely 
abandoned the hundreds 
of thousands of families 
in this country living in 
overcrowded accommo¬ 
dation and don’t feel 
that restoring fairness to 
the welfare system is 
necessary at all.

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COUPLE BANNED FOR NEGLECT 


Cat and dog died in 
‘appalling conditions’ 


A HUSBAND and wife who 
blamed their relationship difficul¬ 
ties for neglecting their pets, have 
been banned from keeping all ani¬ 
mals for life at Bridgend 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Stewart James Smith (29), of Acland 
Road, Bridgend and 22-year-old Leah 
Katy Smith of Oakfield Terrace, 
Nantymoel, admitted two counts of causing 
unnecessary suffering to two Staffordshire 
bull terriers and seven counts of failing to 
meet the needs of dogs and cats in their 
care. 

The court heard that on September 20, 
RSPCA inspector Gemma Cooper was 
called to a house in Commercial Street, 
Nantymoel, after being contacted by a 
member of the public. 

She discovered the house was covered in 
faeces and one dog, Caesar, was dead, 
while another dog was still alive but emaci¬ 
ated. 

Three cats were locked in an upstairs 
bedroom, which was also covered in cat 
faeces and urine. 

The defendants admitted to previously 
leaving the animals alone for three weeks 


in January 2012 without any food or water, 
and when they returned a cat called 
‘Maisy’ had died. 

Stewart Smith was sentenced to 112 days 
in prison, reduced to 84 days for pleading 
guilty and suspended for 12 months and 
250 hours community service. He was also 
ordered to pay £2,571.83 costs. 

Leah Smith received an 84-day prison 
sentence suspended for 12 months, a 12- 
month supervision order and £2,000 costs. 

Following the sentencing, inspector 
Cooper said: “This is the worst case I’ve 
come across to date, and there is no excuse 
for leaving these animals to suffer. 

“The defendants were having relation¬ 
ship difficulties and were disagreeing over 
whose turn it was to feed the animals and 
clean up after them. 

“In the end, neither of them did and it 
resulted in the deaths of two animals.”

SPOOKY TALES by Hayley Williams 

Eerie blasts and spectral figures... 


THE Glamorgan coastline 
seems to be a graveyard for 
olden shipwrecks, a subject 
which has fascinated me since 
childhood. 

Many vessels fell victim to the 
treacherous waters of the Bristol 
Channel, ever changing tides or freak 
weather storms, plunging the majority 
of them to a grisly fate. 

One particular account involved the 
passenger ship Tapley, which became 
a casualty around Flat Holm Island in 
January 1773. It was journeying from 
Cork in Ireland bound for Bristol, and 
was caught in a gruesome storm 
where seven passengers lost their lives 
as a result of this tragedy. 

Rock islands around Flat Holm are 
known as ‘The Wolves’, and they also 
hold the key to tragedy. On October 
23, 1817, these perilous rocks claimed 
the lives of 54 passengers from anoth¬ 
er ship called the William and Mary 
which was en route from Bristol to 
Waterford. 

After the recovery of 50 of the 


bodies, they were buried on Flat Holm 
Island, but the other four remained 
unaccounted for, and were feared to 
be lost at sea. 

Flat Holm seemed to be a magnet 
for misfortune, and in 1938, a 
steamship called Norman Queen ran 
aground, but was thankfully refloated 
to continue its journey. But the plight 
of another steamship called Middlesex 
was not quite as fortunate, and was 
doomed to be lost. 

In the 1730s, it was declared that 
lighting was required upon Flat Holm 
Island to warn ships of its dangers. 
This came in the form of a brazier 
which was mounted on a wooden 
frame high upon the eastern side of 
the island. 

But the Society of Merchant 
Ventures proclaimed that this was a 
failure, and made a petition to erect a 
more stable structure in the form of a 
lighthouse. This attempt initially 
failed as it was declared that no appli¬ 
cation had been made to the Crown. 

Unfortunately, another disaster 
occurred which resulted in 60 soldiers 


perishing in the cruel sea in 1736. 

William Crispe of Bristol leased the 
island for 99 years from John Stuart, 
and was more successful in his quest 
to construct a lighthouse in 1737. He 
submitted a proposal to build a solid 
structure funding all building work 
himself. The lighthouse tower finally 
began operating 1738. 

On December 27, 1790, the top of 
the tower of the lighthouse was 
severely damaged by lightning, but 
the keeper managed to scramble to 
safety. 

The structure was in desperate need 
of repair, and the oak beams support¬ 
ing the platform were replaced. 

In 1819, a more powerful lantern 
was introduced in the updated tower, 
which was restructured to reach a 
height of 89 feet and 164 feet above 
the water. 

In 1881, a clockwork apparatus was 
installed to rotate the light, and after 
buying the lease to the island in 1822, 
Trinity House installed a fountain oil 
lamp in the tower. 

By 1929, housing was increased to 
accommodate house keepers. The 
lighthouse operated smoothly from 
then on up until 1988 when it was 
automated and its keepers withdrawn. 

In 1997, solar power was intro¬ 
duced and operated in the Trinity 
House Operations Control Centre in 
Essex and is still functioning today. 

The Grade II listed foghorn build¬ 
ing was built in 1906. It contained a 
siren which gave out two loud blasts 


at two-minute intervals, and could be 
heard for miles. 

Although the foghorn has remained 
redundant for many years, the chilling 
sound of eerie blasts are said to be 
heard bellowing out across the seas, 
yet no explanation for this sound can 
be found. Could the ghosts of yester¬ 
year be guiding vulnerable ships away 
from the dangers of invisible rocks 
guarding the island? 

During the chilling times of winter, 
the spectral images of a man and a 
woman have been seen aimlessly glid¬ 
ing along the coast, only to disappear 
in a split second. But who could 
these phantoms be, and why do they 
linger on a planet now beyond their 
recognition? 

Strange light anomalies have been 
seen stretching out across the coast¬ 
line of the island, yet nobody can 
explain their significance. Normally 
occurring on moonlit nights, why 
would such an extraordinary display 
frequent an area mostly inhabited by 
wildlife and birds? 

The unnerving sight of a sailor 
wearing old fashioned clothing is 
reported to wander the cliffs as if in 
search of something or even someone. 
But where could this sailor have come 
from, and why has he not found peace 
in his outer world beyond our grasp? 

But fact or fiction? Only you can 
decide...

GAS PROPOSALS AT MERTHYR MAWR 


A REGIONAL AM has 
attacked plans to drill a test 
borehole in a beauty spot to 
check for shale gas.

Conservative regional AM for south 
Wales west, said she was opposing 
the application from Coastal Gas and 
Oil of Bridgend for planning consent 
to drill the exploratory borehole on 


land off Tyla Lane near Merthyr 
Mawr. 

“I know that applying for permis¬ 
sion to drill the test borehole is not 
the same as applying for permission 
to carry out fracking, but for good¬ 
ness sake, Merthyr Mawr is a jewel 
in our crown in Bridgend! 

“The entire area needs to be pro¬ 
tected from unsuitable developments. 
Not only do we have a unique 


thatched village here, but also the 
highest sand dunes in Europe. 

“This is an area which attracts 
many visitors who come to enjoy its 
heritage and its natural features. It is 
also close to the Heritage Coast and 
the rivermouth area at Ogmore. 

“ As Shadow Tourism and 
Heritage Minister, I will oppose any¬ 
thing which could impinge on the 
sheer beauty and environmental 


importance of this area which is what 
draws people here. 

“Just drilling the borehole will cre¬ 
ate noise and disturbance and I hope 
that Bridgend planners turn it down. 

“I don’t hide that I am deeply sus¬ 
picious of fracking. 

“It is far from a tried and tested 
process and has caused geological 
disturbances in other areas,” Mrs 
Davies argued.

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Bettws man 
loses job after 
drugs offence 


COURT REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


AN ex-DVLC employee has 
been given a 12-month prison 
sentence, suspended for 18 
months, at Cardiff Crown 
Court, for drugs offences. 

Anthony Taylor (27) of Heol 
Glannant, Bettws, Bridgend, who had 
no previous convictions, was also 
ordered to carry out 200 hours unpaid 
work. 

“I have given you a chance,” said 
Judge Daniel Williams. 

Taylor had been convicted by Vale 
magistrates of supplying drugs and 
being concerned in the supply of 
drugs. 

Prosecutor Stephen Harmes said 
people who lived in Priory Avenue, 
Bridgend, became suspicious of the 
activities of a number of men. 

The police were called and found 
Taylor in the driving seat of a car with 
two men. Later, an amount of 
mephadrone and cocaine was found. 

The two other men, said Mr 
Harmes, were not involved in any 


wrong-doing, and were not charged. 

Taylor’s mobile phone was taken 
from him, and on it were text mes¬ 
sages discussing the supply of 
mephadrone. 

His counsel, Martin Kelly, said he 
was a mephadrone dealer only. 

Since being charged, he has lost his 
job with the DVLC. 

Because of depression and money 
worries, he said, Taylor began taking 
mephadrone, and as a result, became 
involved with “some pretty rough 
characters”. 

He added: “He was drawn into a 
web by others, and supplied on a 
small scale.” 

He said he had been terribly upset 
and had been in tears. 

“He has lost his job, his character, 
and his home. He is off drugs. 

“Fortunately, he has the offer of a 
job and his life can be resurrected.” 

The judge pointed out that Taylor 
did not supply any cocaine. 


Justin’s 650-mile 
walk for his friend 

AN IT professional from Bridgend is hoping to raise 
£5,000 for the Motor Neurone Disease (MND) 
Association by walking the coastal path from north 
Wales to south Wales - “come rain, sun, or snow!” 

Justin Hostettler-Davies will walk 650 miles in 35 days starting in 
Prestatyn, north Wales on July 12 and finish at Porthcawl on August 18. 

Justin is carrying out this challenge after Gareth, a lifelong friend, was 
diagnosed with Motor Neurone Disease in October 2010 at the age of 36. 

Five people a day die in the UK from MND. It is a rapidly progressive, 
fatal disease that can affect any adult at any time. The disease leaves people 
unable to walk, talk or feed themselves. The cause of MND is unknown and 
there is no cure. 

Justin said: “I have chosen to do this in the hope that it can raise much 
needed awareness of Motor Neurone Disease and the devastating impact it 
has on people and their families. 


“Gareth is an amaz¬ 
ing father to two young 
children, husband, son, 
brother and friend. 

“He won’t get to see 
his children grow up, go 
to university or get mar¬ 
ried. 

“From hereon in, 
time is the most pre¬ 
cious commodity they 
possess. 

“As this disease has 
progressed over the last 
two years, Gareth has 
become completely 
dependent on the care 
and attention of his wife 
and family. 

“Normal everyday 
tasks we take for grant¬ 
ed have been taken 
away from him.” 

Money donated will 
go directly to the set up 
of a new Care Network 
for MND patients 
across south Wales, 
which will provide care 
and support for MND 
sufferers. 

Justin welcomes sup¬ 
port from anyone wish¬ 
ing to join him at any 
stage of his walk.

Cerys’ parents see men pay 
the price after raft tragedy 


A VALE couple have seen jail sen¬ 
tences handed out to the men who 
organised a white water rafting trip 
which resulted in the death of their 
daughter. 

Four people from a Turkish rafting company 
have been jailed for five-and-a-half years each, 
following their involvement in the tragic death of 
nine-year-old Cerys Potter from Llancarfan. 

The case has been pursued by Terry and Julie 
Potter since young Cerys was killed during a 
white water rafting excursion on the Dalaman 
River in Turkey in July 2010. 

Cerys died when the raft capsized in the 
rapids. The two owners of the company, the 
guide on her raft and the guide in overall charge 
on the day were found guilty this week (June 10) 
of reckless killing in the Turkish court. 

The four men have 10 days to appeal against 


the verdict. 

Cerys’ parents, Terry and Julie Potter travelled 
to Turkey to hear the judgement. 

Mr Potter explained: “We couldn’t sit back 
and know that there were still children going on 
these death traps - and more children were going 
to get killed.” 

They have been fighting for justice for almost 
three years and the matter was even raised at 
Prime Minister’s Questions by Vale MP Alun 
Cairns. 

Julie Potter added: “The whole case would 
have been made much more difficult to conclude 
without our MP’s continued pressure on 
Government organisations, both here and in 
Turkey.” 

Alun Cairns said: “I pay tribute to Terry and 
Julie, who have been relentless in seeking to pre¬ 
vent anyone else going through such a terrible 
experience. 

“I have sought to work with them to cut 


through the international bureaucracy, but it is 
they who have had to travel to the Turkish courts 
time after time. 

“The most important element now is to ensure 
that other rafting operators understand the conse¬ 
quences if they don’t change their practices. 

“This case sets a precedent and will be a warn¬ 
ing to ensure that all operators obey basic health 
and safety standards. 

“Under Turkish rules, those found guilty have 
the right to appeal. My priority is to ensure that 
the case is heard swiftly and not forgotten about 
in their bureaucratic system. 

“We will also take action to ensure that UK 
tour operators are reminded of this case, to 
ensure they make travellers aware of the risks. 

“I also hope that the Foreign Office will look 
at their guidance. We all met the Europe 
Minister some weeks ago and he has agreed to 
look at their procedures and practices.”

A new approach to 
allocating social 
housing in borough 


IMPROVEMENTS 
to the way that 
social housing is 
allocated in 

Bridgend county 
borough have been 
agreed by cabinet 
members. 

Lollowing extensive 
consultation with social 
housing applicants and 
tenants, as well as other 
citizens and stakeholders, 
the council’s new social 
housing allocations poli¬ 
cy will ensure that all 
social rented housing in 
the county borough is 
allocated under a single 
set of rules. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) currently works 
with the Wales and West 
Housing Association, 
Hafod, Line Cymru and 
Valleys to Coast (V2C), 
and all of them have dif¬ 
ferent methods for allo¬ 
cating vacant housing to 
applicants, while the 
council also has its own 
waiting list for people 
who require adapted 
homes. 


Under the new policy, 
a single housing waiting 
list known as the com¬ 
mon housing register, 
will be created and 
administered by the 
council. This will make 
the applications process 
much clearer, fairer and 
more straightforward. 

V2C will also be able 
to allocate up to 25 per 
cent of their stock them¬ 
selves, as per their exist¬ 
ing arrangements. 

The process for appli¬ 
cations will be changed, 
with the first stage 
involving an initial hous¬ 
ing assessment, called a 
housing enquiry. Eligible 
applicants will then 
advance to the new sec¬ 
ond stage of the process, 
which is a housing solu¬ 
tions interview that takes 
place with a council 
housing officer to deter¬ 
mine if social housing is 
the best option for them, 
and whether they should 
be accepted on to the 
waiting list. 

Allocations will be 
based on the greatest 
need for housing and 


Porthcawl midwives 
shortlisted for 
NHS Wales award 


THE Gian y Mor 
community mid¬ 
wifery team have 
been shortlisted in 
the NHS Wales 
awards 2013 for 
their work develop¬ 
ing the service they 
provide around the 
needs of mums-to- 
be in their own 
homes. 

More women in the 
Porthcawl area are 
choosing to give birth at 
home thanks to the dedi¬ 
cated work of local mid¬ 
wives, a spokeswoman 
for the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board reports. 

Over the past ten 
years, the Gian y Mor 
community midwifery 
team (pictured) have 
concentrated on provid¬ 
ing care and home 
assessments for pregnant 
women to encourage and 
support them to consider 
delivering their baby at 
home. 

In 2003, the home 
birth rate in Porthcawl 


was 3.9 per cent, and evi¬ 
dence showed that 
women had less choice 
about having their baby 
at home as midwives 
were not confident in 
conducting home births. 
This led to many unnec¬ 
essary hospital admis¬ 
sions. 

The team decided they 
wanted this to change 
and mums-to-be to have 
more choice so they set 
an initial target to 
increase home births by 
10 per cent. 

Prom the first visit to 
maternity services, the 
midwives promote a pos¬ 
itive pregnancy experi¬ 
ence, with access for 
women to a named mid¬ 
wife throughout their 
pregnancy and support 
available 24-hours a day. 

Choices for giving 
birth, including the home 
birth option, are dis¬ 
cussed with women dur¬ 
ing their pregnancy and 
home assessments car¬ 
ried out. 

A mobile phone num¬ 
ber is available 24-hours 
a day to enable the mid¬ 
wives to receive calls

from women in labour 
and provide them with 
advice and further home 
assessments. 

This means mum-to- 
be is able to make an 
informed choice about 
whether or not to give 
birth at home. 

The results of these 
new ways of working 
have surpassed their ini¬ 
tial target and led to an 
increased and sustained 
home birth rate of 
between 23 per cent and 
28 per cent. 

The improvement has 
also resulted in a 
decreased need for pain 


relief in labour with only 
25 per cent of women 
having pethidine (pain¬ 
killer) in 2011, compared 
to 52 per cent in 2002. 

The success and posi¬ 
tivity of home births has 
spread among the com¬ 
munity and both women 
and midwives are happi¬ 
er with the new ways of 
working. 

The Gian y Mor team 
along with five other 
shortlisted teams from 
ABM Health Board will 
be finding out who has 
won at the NHS Wales 
Awards ceremony on 
July 3.

L AWYERS in Wales and 
England are running a 
national ‘Make a 
Lasting Power of Attorney’ 
campaign - to encourage peo¬ 
ple to plan ahead to avoid 
problems, if they later lose 
mental capacity. 

It means making a Lasting Power 
of Attorney (LPA) on the new ver¬ 
sion of the forms, which came into 
force in October 2009. 

A Lasting Power of Attorney is a 
legal document that enables one 


person to make decisions on behalf 
of another. 

There are two types of LPA: 
financial and welfare. Financial 
LPAs enables a person to act on 
behalf of another if, for example, 
they are ill or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA enables a person 
to act on behalf of another, if that 
person does not have the mental 
capacity to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a severe 
stroke. 

Without an LPA, it may be neces¬ 
sary for family mem¬ 
bers to apply to the 
Court of Protection for 
authority. 

This can be a dis¬ 
tressing and lengthy 
process and is far more 
expensive than making 
an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

Hospital meetings called 


CARDIFF and 
Vale University 
Health Board is 
urging local people 
in the Vale to 
attend one of seven 
public meetings 
organised to hear 
more about pro¬ 
posals to change 
the way some hos¬ 
pital services are 
delivered. 

The meetings will be 
held across the Vale 
until mid July, as part 
of the South Wales 
Programme, a joint 
venture by five health 
boards across the 
region which is looking 
at the future of consult¬ 
ant-led maternity and 
neonatal care, inpatient 
children’s services and 
emergency medicine 
(A&E). 

The UHB’s medical 
director, Dr Graham 
Shortland, said that the 
health board had 
organised meetings in 
communities where 
hospital-based care is 
often provided by 
neighbouring health 
boards. 

He said: “The ideas 
underpinning the South 
Wales Programme 
were shared with the 
public during a three- 
month engagement 
period last year. 

“During and after 
engagement, we were 
struck by what people 
told us about the need 


to ensure that we held 
meetings widely across 
the patch, particularly 
in those areas of 
Cardiff and the Vale 
where residents may 
source their hospital 
care from neighbouring 
health boards. 

“While those hospi¬ 
tals are outside Cardiff 
and Vale, it is impor¬ 
tant that our residents 
understand the poten¬ 
tial impact of changes 
to services elsewhere 
on our own services 
locally in the future. 

“In addition, many 
communities on the 
fringes of Cardiff and 
Vale use these other 
hospitals regularly and 
will certainly have a 
view on the four 
options under consider¬ 
ation. 

“We hope as many 
people as possible will 
take the time to find 
out more and tell us 
how they feel about the 
options under consider¬ 
ation.”

Cowbridge store hosts a 
weekend barbecue demo 


A cooking demo featuring Topstak’s 
‘Big Green Egg’ at Waitrose in 
Cowbridge on Saturday proved to 
be a huge hit.

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The Iceman thaws 
in a humdrum 
Vroman thriller 


M ichael 

Shannon 
is certainly 
becoming one of 
the most in- 
demand actors of 
the present day; 
having built his 
reputation in the 
likes of Take 
Shelter and TV’s 
Boardwalk Empire , 
he is going to go 
supernova once 
Man Of Steel hits 
the cinema screens 
- but before then, 
he stars in real-life 
thriller, The 
Iceman. 

Shannon plays 
Richard Kuklinski, a 
man whose career path 
sees him become the 
most notorious contract 
killer in American histo¬ 
ry - something he keeps 
hidden from his family, 
but is all too apparent as 
he carries out duties for 
crime boss Roy Demeo 
(Ray Liotta); but can 
Kuklinksi balance his 
lives and, more impor¬ 
tantly, steer clear of the 
law... 

It must be terribly 
frustrating for an actor 
when they deliver a fine 
performance, only to 
see it weakened by a 
poor film - the most 
recent example was 
Denzel Washington’s 
incredible turn in the 
otherwise mediocre 
Flight. 

It’s an affliction that 
Michael Shannon no 
doubt felt when he 
watched The Iceman for 
the first time, as while 
the actor is mesmerising 
in the lead role, the 
shortcoming elsewhere 
make it another average 
footnote in the already 
overflowing crime 
thriller genre. 

It is a film that is 
more concerned with 
telling what Kuklinski 
did and not why; the 
real meat of films based

on real-life events is 
uncovering the individu¬ 
als beneath their 
actions, but writer/direc¬ 
tor Ariel Vroman 
instead only ever skims 
the surface. 

He builds a picture of 
a man hiding his true 
self behind the facade of 
a family man, but never 
invests time in explain¬ 
ing away his actions. 

We learn Kuklinski’s 
brother has similar mur¬ 
derous intentions, and 
also that his family 
holds huge importance 
in his life, but the con¬ 
flict between the two 
never rears its head, the 
script instead keeping 
the lives separate by- 
and-large until a finale 
that you can see coming 
from the first frame, 
whether you know the 
real story or not. 

Vroman lenses the 
film with a grittiness 
that suits the genre, the 
film dark and dingy as 
befitting the characters, 
but the film’s look isn’t 
able to compensate for a 
by-the-numbers story 
that keeps you watching 
but doesn’t grab you as 
it really should. 

It’s a shame that 
Shannon’s performance 
is let down in this way, 
as the soon-to-be 
General Zod is incredi¬ 
ble here, the actor draw¬ 
ing you in and making 
sure you don’t take your 
eyes off him for a sec¬ 


ond. 

Veering from calm to 
malevolent in the flick 
of a finger, Shannon 
uses his physicality and 
intensity to great effect, 
and as Kuklinski’s 
world starts to slowly 
but surely unravel, the 
performance becomes 
more intense and fear¬ 
some - it is a thing of 
incredible power and 
skill from an actor at the 
top of his game. 

The actors around 
him suffer from both the 
power of his turn and 
the shortcomings of the 
script; Ray Liotta strug¬ 
gles to find anything 
fresh in his crime boss, 
Winona Ryder gets little 
to do as his unknowing 
wife, while cameo roles 
for the likes of David 
Schwimmer, Chris 
Evans and James Franco 
smacks more of a direc¬ 
tor showing off than 
anything else. 

If Vroman had man¬ 
aged to turn this into 
more than a simply 
homage to the crime 
thrillers of yesteryear, 
and dug deeper into the 
psyche of Kuklinski, 
then Shannon’s per¬ 
formance could have 
been the highlight of 
something wonderful; as 
it is, come the end cred¬ 
its of The Iceman, 
you’ll only be talking 
about the lad perform¬ 
ance - and how average 
the rest of the film is in 
comparison. 

VERDICT: A hum 
drum thriller that sees 
Michael Shannon deliv¬ 
er a truly astounding 
performance, The 
Iceman’s lack of depth, 
and decision to show 
the ‘what’ rather than 
the ‘why’, means that 
it’s the undoubted high¬ 
light of what is an oth¬ 
erwise run-of-the-mill, 
generic, piece of work. 
Average.

My friend Michael and I were greeted warmly and 
shown into the split level Dining Room which is light, 
airy and spacious, and had a relaxing atmosphere. 

We browsed the competitively priced menu which 
had a two course dinner for £15, and also a steak 
menu. 

I plumped for the scallops, linguine and black pud¬ 
ding as a starter which was beautifully presented in a 
shell and the trio of tastes were amazing. 

Michael opted for his favourite - mussels, white 
wine, garlic and shallots, and this was served steaming, 
with a hot French baguette with ‘proper’ butter, and 
was cooked to perfection. 

The main courses were exceptional and served with 
a choice of potatoes. I chose the fillet of hake with 
crab risotto and the fish fell apart to the touch, and the 
creamy risotto complemented the hake beautifully. 

Michael adores goat’s cheese and his goat’s cheese 
parcel with wild mushrooms and bell peppers, encased 
in a light flakey pastry was divine. It totally melted in 
the mouth. 

I chose the saute potatoes with red onion and 
Michael the double cooked chips which were served 
on side dishes so we were able to share them. 

We also had a portion of freshly baked French 
baguette and huge onion rings which were crisp and 
not at all greasy.

Take a closer look at lovely 
Llantwit Major this summer... 


A RECENT report, commissioned 
by the Vale Council, which looked 
at how towns in the Vale should 
develop, spelt out Llantwit Major’s 
strengths in some detail. 

The town has grown, according to 2010 cen¬ 
sus figures, to almost 11,000 people, and the 
planning experts cited a list of plus points, 
before going on to see where Llantwit Major fit¬ 
ted into the Vale as a whole. 

These plus points included: 

• Proximity to the beach and the Heritage 
Coast. 

• Architectural heritage and landmark build¬ 
ings in the older part of the town, 

• Ancient history relating to the church and 
Welsh Saints. 

• A large amount of free parking. 

• Good accessibility to the town centre by 
train, bus, foot and car. 

• The pedestrianisation of the precinct area. 

• The potential to market the town as the 
“walking hub of the Vale”. 

The report concluded that Llantwit Major 
would be an ideal candidate to be the Vale’s 
centre for ‘Heritage tourism’. 

It was a report that reflected the opinion of 
many local residents, who often wonder if peo¬ 
ple from elsewhere in the Vale and beyond are

fully aware of what the town has to offer. 

After all, the town now enjoys regular train 
services from Bridgend and Barry, using the 
Vale of Glamorgan line, and it has never been 
easier to visit. 

In this reporter’s opinion, the reason that 
Llantwit is an ‘undiscovered jewel’ for some 
people lies in an accident of geography. 

Think of similar 
towns in Wales and 
England and, as you 
approach them, a main 
feature of the skyline is 
the church. 

As the town grew in 
olden times, the church 
was a major feature. 


In Llantwit Major, the beautiful and historic 
St Illtud’s Church was built in a hollow and so 
it does not ‘jump out’ at passing car drivers or 
train passengers. 

Perhaps, from a distance, Llantwit does not 
match people’s assumptions and preconceptions 
of a historic town! 

The irony here, of course, is that its low-lying 
position is something that makes St Illtud’s 
Church even more special.

It is an oasis of calm and almost seems to 
enjoy its own ‘micro-climate’ with palm trees 
growing in the church yard, and often there is 
barely a breath of wind, which makes the sense 
of peace and quiet even more tangible. 

However, the profile of St Illtud’s Church - 
and with it the town itself - is due to be raised 
significantly in the next few months, as the 
Galilee Chapel project nears completion. 

This project has taken the historic Galilee 
Chapel at the church and enclosed it in a special 
glass building that will highlight the original 
stonework. (See picture on page 22) It will see 
the chapel converted into an educational centre. 

The church already hosts an electronic guide 
to the history of the area, with a touchscreen that 
introduces a short film to give visitors the back¬ 
ground to the area. 

It also tells how St Illtud started the first uni¬ 
versity in the UK on the site in 500AD, training 
missionaries who went on to spread the 
Christian message far 
and wide. 

The Galilee Chapel 
will also provide a 
suitable resting place 
for the historic Celtic 
crosses and columns 
that have been stored 
inside the church for 
many years. 

The Rev Huw 
Butler told The GEM 
that everyone in the 
parish was excited 
about the scheme. An 
official opening is 
planned for later this 
year, but he said it was 
hoped to have the 
chapel open some time 
in July. 

The educational 
centre, when fully 
operational, will have 
teaching aids for chil¬ 
dren, and school par¬ 
ties are expected to be 
regular visitors. 


It should make the town a magnet for heritage 
tourists, and those visitors would then discover 
all the other aspects of the town which make it 
such an attractive place to spend time in. 

Returning briefly to that report that opened 
this piece, it is also hoped to market Llantwit as 
a centre for walking holidays. 

Speaking personally, this reporter recently 
tackled the walk from Southerndown to Llantwit 
Major. People who know the area will probably 
say: “You mean to say that at your age you have 
never walked it” - and for that I can only say 
“mea culpa”. 

While it’s a tough walk, it truly is spectacular. 
The name ‘Heritage Coast’ rather undersells it. 

However, now that the Wales Coastal Work is 
being heavily promoted on a national level, it is 
only a matter of time before Llantwit’s section 
of that walk gets its rightful plaudits - and then 
we could see the town attracting even more 
visitors!

‘Spitfire and Sparkle’ are to 
appear at Wartime Weekend! 


FOLLOWING the 
success of last sum¬ 
mer’s Barry at War 
organised Wartime 
Weekend, this year’s 
event will take place 
from August 31 to 
September 1 on 
Barry Island. 

The Barry Tourist 
Railway station will 
once again brim with 
military vehicles and 
re-enactors, with live 
1940s entertainment on 
the station platform, 
and a steam train run¬ 
ning between Barry 
Island and Hood Road. 

Centrepiece of the 
event will be a life- 
sized replica Spitfire 
located inside the 
Barry Island Pleasure 
Park, and kindly spon¬ 
sored by Barry Town 
Council. 

During the Second 
World War, it was 
common for towns to 
buy military equipment 
to support the war 
effort. 

At the height of the 
Battle of Britain, with 
the threat of Nazi inva¬ 
sion looming, Barry 
Council agreed to raise 
£5,000 for the pur¬ 
chase of a Spitfire. 

It took almost three 
years to raise the 
money, and on June 7 
1943, the Barry Town 


clerk received a letter 
of thanks from the 
Minister of Aircraft 
production, acknowl¬ 
edging a cheque for 
£5,112. 

The ‘Barry Spitfire’ 
was presented to 611 
(West Lancashire) 
Squadron Royal 
Auxiliary Air Force. It 
survived the war, and 
at the end of hostilities 
it was scrapped. 

Barry at War 
researchers have com¬ 
piled a list of all of the 
people who donated to 
the fund. 

As a link to the 
town’s heritage, Barry 
Town Council has 
kindly sponsored the 
event’s all-metal repli¬ 
ca Mk IX Spitfire. 
Along with military 
vehicles, this will be 
located within the 
Barry Island Pleasure 
Park. 

In common with last 
year, Barry Island 
Railway Station will 
echo to the sounds of 
the 40s, with former 
Butlins Red Coat, 
Sandy Sparkle return¬ 
ing to the Island to 
sing the songs of Vera 
Lynn and other forties 
favourites.

Assembly cash 
paves way for 
schools facelift 


Pupils go ‘all 
green’ to support 
WaterAid charity 


NINE schools in the Vale could see vital 
improvements made to their buildings 
and facilities, pending the council’s 
approval of £574,882 of extra funding. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet will consider a report 
on June 17 recommending the inclusion of a number 
of additional projects in the 2013/14 capital pro¬ 
gramme. 

“This follows the receipt of additional funding 
from the Welsh Government for capital maintenance 
and investment for schools in 2012/13,” a spokesper¬ 
son said. 

Under the proposals, Oakfield Primary would 
receive £146,000 for a new entrance and reception 
area, to improve access and security, and new boilers 
would be installed at High Street Primary and 
Gwenfo Primary. 

The report also recommends that £100,000 be 
allocated to Romilly Primary for refurbishment of 
toilet facilities and to eradicate dry rot from the site. 

Peterston-super-Ely Primary, Ysgol Pen y Garth 
and Bryn Hafren Comprehensive, would each bene¬ 
fit from a total of £72,000 fire precaution works to 
replace missing and defective fire barriers within the 
ceiling voids. 

A further £10,000 would be spent on overboard 
ceilings for Ysgol Iolo Morganwg to prevent loose 
sections of plaster falling through suspended ceil¬ 
ings. 

The council has already approved the allocation of 
£106,600 to replace a very poor quality demountable 
classroom at Llancarfan Primary. 

If approved, the 2013/14 Education Capital 
Programme will increase by £574,882.

AS a mark of 
respect to those lost 
from both Atlantic 
and Arctic convoys, 
the red ensign of 
the Merchant Navy 
was flown on 
Thursday, May 23, 
at the Memorial 
Hall, Barry, and the 
Associated Forces 
and National flags, 
including the Red 
Duster, flew at the 
Vale Council 
offices on the same 
day. 

Members of the 
Merchant Navy 
Association (Wales) 
Barry branch laid a 
wreath at the 
Merchant Navy 
monument, in hon¬ 
our of the many 
that did not return. 

This year is des¬ 


ignated as ‘Year of 
the Convoy’ and 
Mr Jim Greenway 
continues his look 
at the wartime his¬ 
tory of the many 
merchant Navy 
ships that had links 
with Barry. 

The months of 
May 1940 - 45 

The months of May 
during the Second 
World War saw further 
heavy losses of 
Merchant shipping, 
including the ships and 
local men recorded on 
the MN monument and 
in the Roll of Honour 
at Barry. 

On May 27, 1940, 
the SS Sheaf Mead 
was en route from 
Swansea for 
Philadelphia in ballast, 
when she was torpe¬ 
doed 150 miles west of 
Cape Finisterre, Spain 
by U-37 and sunk. 

A total of 31 lives 
were lost, including 
Saleh Hassein and 
Kaid Nagi, residents of 
Barry. Five of the 
crew were rescued and 
taken to Ireland. 

Two days later the 
TSS Mona’s Queen 
(III) was lost when she 
struck a mine when 
assisting in the evacua¬ 
tion of Dunkirk on 
May 29, 1940, and 24 
of the crew were lost, 


including a Barry man 
Thomas A Mitchell. 

All but 10 of them had 
worked in the engine 
room. 

On May 2, 1941, the 
Parracombe was mined 
and lost nine miles off 
Cape Bon on passage 
Leith for Malta with 
government stores. 31 
of the crew were 
killed, including 
Ahmed Ali, Hamed 
Ali, Abdul Hamed, 
Mohamed Hamed and 
Darfullah Nagi from 
Barry; there were 25 
survivors, 18 of whom 
were interned at 
Bizerta. 

On May 20, 1941, 
the SS Norman 
Monarch when en 
route from Halifax for 
Barry Roads in 
Convoy HX-126, was 
torpedoed by German 
submarine U-94 and 
sunk about 200 miles 
south-southeast of 
Cape Farewell. 

Although the crew 
of 48 were initially 
saved, 26 perished 
later when the rescue 
ship was also sunk 
including Robert 
Watson of Barry, the 
third engineer officer. 

The SS Trafalgar 
was sunk by shell and 
gunfire from a German 
raider, when en route 
from Newport for 
Alexandria on May 24, 


1941. A total of 12 of 
her crew were killed, 
including local man 
Thomas W Ewbank, 
the remaining 32 were 
taken prisoner aboard 
the raider. On May 2, 

1942, the Cape Corso 
was attacked and sunk 
by German torpedo- 
bombers. She was on 
a voyage to Russia (in 
convoy). Of her com¬ 
plement of 56, only six 
survived. Local men 
William Brown, John 
Robert Davies, Jose F 
Gomez and Abdullah 
Ali were among those 
lost. 

On May 12, 1942, 
the SS Nicoya was tor¬ 
pedoed and sunk by a 
German submarine in 
the Gulf of St 
Lawrence. Six people 
were killed including 
William J George of 
Barry Dock. 

The next day, May 
13, saw the loss of the 
SS Batna when en 
route from Newport 
and Milford Haven for 
Halifax, she was torpe¬ 
doed by U-94 and 
sunk. The only person 
missing from a total 
crew of 43 was John 
Klaas De Wit, a 28- 
year-old cook from 
Barry. 

At 03.19 hours on 
May 27, 1942, the MV 
Athelknight was dis¬ 
persed from a convoy 


southeast of Bermuda 
when she was torpe¬ 
doed by U-172. The 
crew abandoned ship 
under gunfire from the 
U-boat, which eventu¬ 
ally sank the vessel 
with a further torpedo. 

The crew, in two 
lifeboats, eventually 
reached safety; the 
Master’s boat after 28 
days (rescued by SS 
Empire Austin ) and the 
2nd Officer’s boat after 
27 days reached the 
Leeward Islands. 

Local men lost were 
Sydney R Gaisford, 
Martin Mcgrath, 
Clarence PM Moore 
and Christian Poulsen. 

On May 4, 1943, 
when en route from 
London for New York, 
the British cargo ship 
Lorient was torpedoed 
by the German subma¬ 
rine U-125 and sunk. 

34 of the crew were 
lost including Sylvester 
Murray from a total 
crew of 46. 

The following day, 
May 5, 1943, the SS 
Harbury when on pas¬ 
sage from Swansea for 
St Johns, was damaged 
by a torpedo from the 
German submarine U- 
628 and was then sunk 
by German submarine 
U-264. Cyril 
Moorman of Barry was 
lost along with 17 
other crew members. 


May 5 also saw the 
loss of the Harperley, 
torpedoed and sunk by 
German submarine U- 
264 when on route 
from Newport, Mon - 
Buenos Aires. John 
Mcgillivray along with 
nine crew and a gunner 
were lost. 

May 5, 1942, saw 
further tragic news for 
the Mcgillivray family, 
as it was reported that 
Donald Mordecai 
Mcgillivray on the MV 
Dolius, a British Cargo 
motor vessel also fell. 
Donald was a brother 
of John, lost on the SS 
Harperley. 

The Dolius herself 
was torpedoed and 
sunk by German sub¬ 
marine U-638, when 
NE of Belle Isle with 
the loss of three crew 
and one gunner, while 
on a voyage from 
Avonmouth to New 
York in ballast. 

SS Nordeflinge had 
called in at Gibraltar to 
take on extra DEMS 
gunners and was en 
route to Taranto, Italy. 
At midnight on May 
30/31, 1944, about 40 
miles NE of Algiers, 
she received a direct 
hit from either an aeri¬ 
al torpedo or glider 
bomb and sank within 
90 seconds. 

HMT Hengist began 
rescue operations, but 


had to withdraw when 
she was strafed by air¬ 
craft - but continued 
picking up men later. 
The survivors were 
landed in Algiers. 
Among them was 
Barry man Owen John 
Coulthard. 

The next day, the 
BBC stated that 30-40 
aircraft had attacked 
the convoy. There were 
12 casualties including 
a local man Ahmed 
Bin. The Merchant 
Navy Association 
(Wales) service took 
place at the Merchant 
Seafarers’ Memorial, 
Cardiff Bay, on May 
18 (Battle of the 
Atlantic 

Remembrance). More 
National 

Commemorations took 
place on May 24-26. 

The Merchant Navy 
Association (Wales) 
Barry will hold its 
annual Seafarers’ serv¬ 
ice in September short¬ 
ly after Merchant Navy 
Day. 

During the year a 
commemorative set of 
MN Post Office stamps 
will also be issued. 

This news is appro¬ 
priate, because in 
November 2009, Mr JS 
Earl write the follow¬ 
ing poem, entitled 
“Merchant Navy Stamp 
of Approval’. 

Defeat was mighty 


close in the second 
greatest war, 

Five thousand ships 
with cargos sent to the 
ocean floor, 

Merchant men were 
slaughtered sustaining 
our lifeline, 

The country issued 
ration books, so des¬ 
perate was the time. 

A crisis at the Home 
Front, foodstuff very 
short, 

Rations and provi¬ 
sions scarcely making 
port, 

Convoys steaming 
steadfast under Red 
Ensigns, 

Faced demise from U- 
boats, the bombers and 
the mines. 

There were many 
heroes on land and sea 
and air, 

And thirty thousand 
Seamen gave their 
lives out there, 
Transporting reinforce¬ 
ments, resources and 
supplies, 

And fuel to fly the 
Spitfires fighting in the 
skies. 

Perhaps we should 
commend them by 
illustrating stamps, 

With the freighters and 
the liners, the tankers 
and the tramps, 

It would be a special 
tribute, rather overdue, 
To mariners who 
manned them and a 
way to say thank you.

D iesel 

engines are 
still too 

noisy, in my opin¬ 
ion. 

I’ve driven Jaguars, 

Audis and BMWs, and 
found that it is still easy 
to distinguish a diesel 
from a petrol car by the 
tell-tale rattle. 

The appeal of diesels 
has also been tarnished 
by the fact that petrol 
engines are now becom¬ 
ing increasingly effi¬ 
cient; it is not uncom¬ 
mon for one to return 
over 50mpg these days. 

However, if a diesel 
car is packaged correct¬ 
ly, it can still be an 
attractive proposition. 

This brings me to the 
second generation 
Hyundai i30, which has 
frankly surprised me. 

The designers have gone 
to town and produced 
something that is notice¬ 
ably different from the 
usual Fords, Vauxhalls, 

Renaults and Peugeots. 

I do like that grille 
and the sweeping curves. 

The most striking thing 
about this car, though, is 
its sheer quietness. 

It’s that quietness that 
led me to believe I was 
driving a petrol car for 
the first day of the test. 

It was only when I read 
the specification that I 
realised this was a 
diesel.

engine running and it is 
barely audible, as you 
can hear in the video at 
testdrives.biz. Sit inside 
with it ticking over and 
again you can hardly 
hear it. 

This is a phenomenal 
achievement, especially 
in a car that is priced at 
well under £20,000. This 
really does put far more 
expensive competitors to 
shame. 

This model is also fit¬ 
ted with engine stop/start 
which is very reliable 
and cuts in at all the 
right points and helps 
return over 70mpg. 
Usually that diesel rattle 
kicks in on start up but 
again a very smooth 
operation. 

My surprise didn’t 
stop here either, because 
inside this 1,6-litre 
model there is a good 
amount of room, too. 
Bear in mind that this is 


a very similar sized car 
to the upmarket Audi 
A3, which I recently 
tested and yet it is far 
more spacious. 

In the Audi, it really 
was a struggle to get two 
cumbersome baby seats 
in the rear, mainly 
because the front seats 
did not fold far enough 
forward. In the Hyundai 
this wasn’t an issue. 
There was also more 
legroom front and back. 

With steering mount¬ 
ed controls for the cruise 
control, radio and tele¬ 
phone, the important 
things are close to hand. 
My one qualm is that 
because the volume con¬ 
trols etc are on the steer¬ 
ing wheel, they do not 
stay in the desired posi¬ 
tion when going round a 
bend or a roundabout. 

Therefore, if the vol¬ 
ume needs to be turned 
down for any reason, the 


driver ends up resorting 
to the volume knob on 
the stereo. 

Air conditioning was 
much appreciated when 
the sun finally decided 
to come out and temper¬ 
atures soared to over 22 
degrees Celsius. 

Car interiors have 
come on in leaps and 
bounds. My wife was 
once the proud owner of 
a 1989 Hyundai Pony. 

Its dated appearance 
belied the fact that it was 
a robust little car and 
Caroline clocked up a 
good 20,000 miles in her 
beloved High n’ Dry 
before selling it on. 

The interior was basic 
and black with no cloth 
but vinyl, plastic and 
rubber. Black is still the 
preference but the i30 
has some character. 

For instance, the 
speedometer and rev 
counter remind me of 
cats eyes in their design, 
another detail that sets it 
apart from the competi¬ 
tion. 

These are some of the 
reasons why Hyundai 
saw its sales leap by 18 
per cent last year to 
74,000 units in the UK.

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Power overcomes pace 

...BUT LIONS KNOW THE REAL TEST 
IS YET TO COME IN BRISBANE 


A FTER a bruising battle 
of Brisbane, played at 
breakneck speed, during 
which the British and Irish 
Lions were taken to the wire by 
Queensland Reds on Saturday, 
the tourists’ coach, Warren 
Gatland, responded with a 
characteristic mixture of guile 
and Kiwi candour. 

Reflecting on their hard-fought 
21-12 win at the Suncorp Stadium 
(where the Lions are due to play 
Australia in the first Test next 
week) and which they had previ¬ 
ously identified as the hardest clash 
on their regional itinerary - 
Gatland, like Manchester United’s 
Sir Alex Ferguson, a past master 
at playing mischievous mind games 
with the opposition - had this to 
say: 

“Will the Wallabies try to run us 
off our feet in the way the Reds tried 
to do here? I hope so - because I 
think we ’ll be in pretty good shape 


physically when we get to the Tests. 

We have trained really hard and 
have taken something out of our legs 
as a result - so for us to suck it up 
and come out ahead of the game, the 
toughest we’ll face outside of the 
series, bodes well. ” 

Tough it certainly was and it was 
understandable, after two soft 
encounters against the Baa Baas in 
Hong Kong and Western Force in 
Perth, that Gatland would welcome 
a more full-blooded challenge to 
tune up for the all important three 
Tests against the Wallabies. 

The tourists certainly got that! 
During a frantic opening quarter, 
they seemed in danger of being 
blasted off the park by the sheer 
pace and intensity of a potent 
Reds’ onslaught, masterminded by 
gifted outside half Quade Cooper, 
which saw the desperately defend¬ 
ing Lions concede a converted try 

However, power was slowly 
exerted up front, yielding two 
penalties by his opposite number,

Owen Farrell, which kept the Lions 
in the hunt and when the Reds 
fluffed a penalty kick, the former 
took the lead for the first time with 
a pilfered try by scrum half Ben 
Young at a scrum on the Reds’ line, 
converted by Farrell, who then 
added another penalty to make the 
half time score 16-7 to the tourists. 

With the Lions now composed 
and in control, particularly in the 
set piece exchanges, it brought 
another penalty for Farrell - but to 
their credit the dangerous Reds’ 
attack conjured a second try which 
went unconverted, to reduce the 
margin to just seven points at 19-12 
and set up a nail-biting last eight 
minutes. 

Farrell finally made the game 
safe with his fourth penalty kick as 


the clock ran down - to make it 
three out of three to the Lions and 
send them on their way to what 
they hoped would be a far less 
arduous meeting with a Combined 
Country XV in Newcastle on 
Tuesday. 

The risky strategy of taking just 
two outside-halves on tour has been 
underlined by the switching of 
Scottish full-back Stuart Hogg to 
pivot, where he hasn’t played since 
his schooldays! 

More so when Dan Biggar, the 
only member of the Wales champi¬ 
onship team to be excluded from 
the tour, is a flight away in Japan. 

And again one wonders at the 
continuing banishment of the 
immensely versatile James Hook to 
the international sidelines. 

On Tuesday morning the Lions 
delivered a try-laden performance 
- 10 in all - as they defeated the 
Combined Country side 64 - 0. 

Bookies had predicted a 77-point 
victory against an amateur side 


made up of tradesmen, including 
electricians, carpenters, and a 
plumber, but strangely, no butch¬ 
ers, bakers or candlestick makers! 

Jokes aside, it does raise the 
issue, yet again, of the quality of 
opposition served up to the Lions 
in Australia, remembering that the 
army of Lions’ supporters have 
travelled thousands of miles and 
spent considerable sums of money 
to follow their team and surely 
deserve more. 

That said, up next for the 
tourists is a more daunting task 
against the Waratahs on Saturday, 
the final outing before the first 
Test, and it could give a more 
revealing insight into the Lions’ 
likely starting line-up. 

Meanwhile, over in Japan, the 
young Wales team, despite being 
without so many first choice regu¬ 
lars, is attracting rave reviews (and 
the crowds). With one test victory 
in the bag, they now look to com¬ 
plete the double in Tokyo.
